Dig a hole 18 inches 
deep and 15 inches 
wide. Mix the bottom 
6 inches of soil with 
well rotted cow manure 
or leaf mold and add to 
this one cup of bone 
manure or another well 
balanced plant food. Be 
sure that at least 4 
inches of soil is placed 
on top of this fertilizer. 


Spread out the roots. 
Set plant with collar or 
bud union 1 inch below 
the surface of the 
ground. Fill in hole with 
top soil and tramp thor- 
oughly around plant, 
leaving a slight hollow 
around plant. Water 
thoroughly. Cut tops 
back to 6 inches. Plant 
bushes 16 to 18 inches 
apart. 


In dry summers, plants 
should be watered at 
least once every two 
weeks. Plant your roses 
where they will get sun- 
shine at least one-half 
of the day. 


These Oregon Grown 
Roses with proper care 
will bloom for you all 
summer and fall. 


lf planted in a region 
having severe winters, 
after the plants have 
become dormant in the 
fall hill up soil around 
bushes, covering about 
6 inches of the tops. 
Then cover all but 6 
inches of the bush with 
leaves or other 
similar material. This 
material can be held 
down with burlap or 
boards.
